Electrical Treatment of Sewage. 


A paper on "The Electrical Treatment 


of Sewage" was read by Mr. W. "Web- 
ster, F. C. S., at a meeting of the Society 
of Chemical Industry, in London. This 
gentleman has devoted some ten years 
to experiments on the problem, and 
has cariled out some experiments on 
a large scale with the sewage of Salf ord, 
which is of an exceptionally complex 
character. He has succeeded in reducing 
the albuminoid ammonia to .14 parts 
per 100,000, thus leaving an effluent 
which may be turned into any stream or 
river. He uses cast iron electrodes, find- 
ing that platinum is too cpAlv, and car- 
bon disintegrates fu the presSVa of nas- 
cent oxygen and chlorine. He places the 
electrodes in a shoot' eighteen inches 
deep, two feet wide and 200 feet long.

series, and a pressure of 1.8 volts is used 
between them.

THE DISCOUNT ON SILVER. 


The Pan Francisco Eepott says the in- 


creasing discount on silver is 
cutting 


badly into the returns of the productive 
imaea. A bullion shipment from the Over- 
man mine ci the assayed value of $14,685 
netted the company $11,900, although it 
contained considerable gold. 


The Report, which take* considerable 


interest in mining matters, though it does 
not express itielf with its asaal force on 
the free coinage question, is doubtless 
aware of the (act that the Government has 
derived a profit o! nearly $70,000,000 from 
the discount on silver. It has also noticed 
that the discount on silver has depopu- 
lated many mining camps in Nevada and 
injured the farmers of the agricultural val- 
leys of the State by depriving them of a 
market for many of their products. 
The 


majority of the people, however, though 
they grumble between elections abjnt the 
legislation that makes silver a comuaoJity 
without fixed valui, calmly accept the situ- 
ation on election years and let place hun- 
ters deceive them with promises that they 
do not intend to fulfill!. 


The people of Virginia City, where the 


Overman mine is situated, whose prosper- 
ity depends upon silver mining, have here- 
tofore upheld the party which demoue- 
tizad silver and proved last Winter that it 
has no intention of remoaetizing it and 
righting the infamous •wroiig of 1873, and 
if they continue to do so with a party 
pledged to free coinage io the field, they 
will deserve very little sympathy for the 
loss wbioh they sustnin by reason of tbe 
discount on silver. 


Nevada, which is as much interest<d ii 


the free coinage of silver as any Statp in 
the union, should not allow itself to be 
again duped by office seekers, but firmly 
resolve to support no party that does not 
unequivocally declare for the tteo coinage 
of silver in its national platform.

SAN FSANOJSCO, April 28.—During the 


whole time that the Puebla was steaming 
down the'bay the President stood on tbe 
bridge, having a pair of marine glasses, 
through which he scanned various objects 
of interest which were pointed otit to him. 
He was uonstantly surrounded by a group 
of army and navy officers and apparently 
found great enjoyment in the (tip. 
He 


responded to the salutes) of tbe diifd.eut 
vessels that he passed by removing his bat 
and bowing. The original intention was 
to pies through the Golden Gate and steam 
nine miles out to fiea but when the Puebla 
reached tbe heads a strong breeze was blow- 
ing and tbe sea was rough and acco dirgly 
at the President's request, the steamer 
turned around and returned to smooth 
water in tbe vicinity of Saasalito nod Angel 
island, where an hour or two was spent in 
cruising around, and in the meantime 
lunch was served.

A REMEDY FOB HAKD TIMBS. 


Pertinent Suggestions from a Practical 


Man. 
RENO, April 29, 1891. 


EBITOB NEVADA STATE JODBSAL:—Among 


all classes of people in our Riverside city 
one hears the cry of "dull timea" apd "no 
work;" and as often the question w.ll be 
asked, "What is our city coming to?" or, 
'•Among all ot our competent go-ahead 
people, can there not be some way de- 
vised whereby oar wage-workers can find 
remunerative employment sufficient to cre- 
ate a pay-day?" 
These are pertinent 


questions Mr. Editor, and very significant, 
if our citizens are at all desirous of arrest- 
ing the constant and growing emigration 
that is fast depopulating onr once-thriving 
city, 
THE PBOBLEM TO BE SOLVED. 


The want of a pay-day is perhaps more 


forcibly felt by our business people at the 
present time, than ever before since tbe 
birth 'of Reno. The great problem to bo 
solved then is. Can there not be a practic- 
able scheme devised whereby our laborers 
can be emplojed at remunerative wages 
and their employeis derive a remunerative 
profit thertfrorn, in addition to ample se- 
curity for any necessary investment that 
might be trade to create necessary labor? 


I venture to' assert that such a scheme 


can be devised, and that it can be shown to- 
be both practicable and feasible, and if 
carried out would result in arrettiug the 
present lamentable emigratio-, and in a 
comparatively short time double out pres- 
ent population and insure a fortune to its 
projectors. 


T. wish to preface the suggestions I pur- 


pose to submit, by stating that in propor- 
tion to its population there is no city or 
town in onr State that can boast of a great- 
er number of energetic, go-ahead men than 
can be foand in onr Riverside city Men of 
influeoco, wealth and ability, who would 
be willing and anxious to act upon any 
practicable proposition that would resxilt in 
benefiting themselves and ths community 
in wbicl. >bty live (some of whose names I 
will tako the liberty of mentioning later 
on). To those gentlemen and for their 
consideration I have ventured, through the 
JOURNAL, to submit the following suggestive 
scheme, firmly believing that all due con- 
sideration will be given it that its merits or 
demerits may seem to justify. 
I shall con- 


line myself to the requirements of, and 
what I think is obtainable for, Washoe 
county only. 


First, I wish to ask if it is possible to 


obtain for Waahoe county, in fee simple or 
as trustee, a title by deed or franchise of 
the land on which is located the outlet of 
Lake Tahoe? If such title can be obtained 
would it not place the control of the waters 
of said lake absolutely in the hands of the 
people of onr county? In which case, why 
need tbere be any farther discussion of, or 
money expended onjartificisl sites for water 
storage purposes for our county? 
LAKE TAHOE IS A GBEAT NAT0BAL BESEBVOIB, 
And when properly handled, of almost in- 
exhaustible capacity. 
It has been demon- 


strated beyond a peradventnre of a doubt, 
by eminent engineers, that if the waters 
that annually drain into said lake were 
properly withheld, the quantity flowing 
from its outlet during^ its normal stage 
conld be more than duplicated. 
Hence Von 


Schmidt conceived the idea of diverting the 
surplus water of said lake from its natural 
channel to California, whioh undoubtedly 
would have been done before now bad 
there not been an inter-State question in 
the way that was thought to involve the 
validity of such diversion. If the estimates 
that have been made of the surplus water 
supply that could be obtained by properly 
storing the same in said lake are correct, 
why cot at once make every effort to secure 
the same? There can be no possible doubt 
but that the cost of securing the title to the 
outlet o£ said lake, and constructing a dam 
thereat sufficient to properly and safely 
store the waters thet annually drain therein 
would be much less than any other method 
whereby sufficient wotar storage for our 
county could be had, and/ar more secure, 
which of itself is a great desideratum and 
should be well considered in connection 
with all water storage propositions. Our 
city is so situated that a repetition of the 
late Johnstown disaster could easily occur 
from the breaking of a hxirriedly constructed 
or otherwise insecure dam above us. 
As- 


suming then that by properly storing the 
same the water supply of Lake Tahoe conld 
be doubled, let us see how capital conld be 
legitimately employed in utilizing such sur- 
plus water, whioh would not only yield 
great returns for the money invested, but 
would give employment to hundreds of idle 
men for years to come, aud a fresh im- 
petus to all kinds of business, 
WHAT IS BEING DONE TO CBEATH ARTIFICIAL 


KESEKVOIBS. 


In a paper of recent date I read the fol- 


lowing dispatch: 


"CINCINNATI, March 21, 1891.—A num- 


ber of capitalists of this city are turning 
their attention to providing irrigation in 
California and have to-day incorporated 
under tbe laws of Kentucky, the Arrow- 
head Reservoir Co., with a capital of $1,- 
000,000 for the purpose of constructing iss- 
ervoirs in the mountains near San Bernaid- 
ino, California, for storing watar to be 
used in the valley for irrigating, tbe 
incorporators being composed of Robinson 
J. Jones and L. M. Holt, of Californio, 
and eight gentlemen from Cincinnati," 


It would seem from this that Messrs. 


Jones and Holt succeeded in inducing Cin- 
cinnati capitalists to subscribe $1,000,000 
for the purposes of creating artificial reser- 
voirs. Now, have we not got numbers of 
gentlmen equally as competent as Messrs. 
Jones and Holt, or anybody else, who 
could, doubtless, with but little effort, 
organize a company for the purpose of 
storing and utilizing the surplus water of

the great natural reservoir above-named? 
I say most emphatically, yes. 


Adjacent to Reno, and but a few miles 


distant, are located Spanish Springs valley, 
Warm Springs valley and Jjemmons valley, 
embracing many thousands of acre* (esti- 
mated at 150,000) of as good land os can be 
found in any State in America, one aore of 
whioh being intrinsically worth two of Sun 
Bernardino land, with oceans cf water ob- 
tainable with which to irrigate the same. 


Now, 
Mr. EJitor, what possible excuse 


can our business people have for letting 
those thousands o£ acres of excellent, but 
now valueless, land remain idle, and all 
tbe obtainable water to irrigate tbe same 
ronning to waste? I wish here to quote 
one other short article to show what is bs- 
ing done in Merced county, California. 
In the Examiner of March 19, 1891, ap- 
peared the following: 


'•MEBOED, March 18.—A sale has been 


just consummated of tbe Dean Colony, 
comprising 6,000 acres of fine land, four 
miles southwest of tbis town. The parties 
purchasirg are a cumber of farmers from 
Illinois. They are all Americans and peo- 
ple of means. 
Each twenty-acre tract, of 


whioh tbere are 300, will be occupied by 
one family and several have already anived 
during the present week and are located. 
Before six months from to-day the entire 
outfit will have arrived. The col nists are 
keeping all their live stock, farming uten- 
sils, etc., sending them out in a chartered 


onr, the owner coming along with the car. 
The wives and famale members of the fam- 
ilies oome by the Pullman route. 
By this 


means they save at both ends, the stock 
being worth' more here than in Illinois. 
They also say that it is almost an impossi- 
ble thing to get cash for what they sell 
back there. The land in the Dean Colony 
was sold at $50 per aore. 
Much land is 


being sold in all of tbe colonies." 


With the thousands of acres of fertile 


land near to us, and all ths water obtain- 
able that is necessary to irrigate the same, 
what better scheme does our business peo- 
ple desire than to follow in the footsteps of 
the Dean colonists, and colonize the lands 
in tbo valleys above named? 
Supposing 


there were but 100,000 acres in all the val- 
leys named and each 20 acres of that was 
occupied by a family, tbere would be 5,000 
families, would tbere not? necessitating 
5,000 houses to be built, and perhaps 5,000 
barns, together with fences and outbuild- 
ings. Would that not give employment to 
numbers ofjjmenhanics and lumbermen? 
Now we will give four es an average of 
each family and we have 20,000 people 
added to tbo population of our county of 
farmers alone, to siy nothing of the in- 
crease to cur city aud its immense sur- 
round:ngs. 


WHAT TO DO, 


Now then, let such people as Alvaro 


Evans, H. H. Beok, C. O. Powmng, F. G.' 
Newlands, M. D. Foiey, 0. T. Bender, 
Wtti. Thompson, W. R. Chamberlain, R,L. 
Fulton, Allen Bragg, B. F. Leete, W. O. 
H. Martin, G. W. Mapes, J. N. Evans, 
Martin Ward, yourself and other equally 
as good men get together, and what conld 
they not accomplish if they were to try? 


Let these gentlemen organize a company 


with a representative capital sufficient to 
secure all the unowned lands in the val- 
leys hbove named; also secure a title to the 
outlet of Lake Tahoe and construct a 
proptr and safe dam at said outlet, to sur- 
vey and construct the necessary water 
ditches through which to convey water to 
said lands, showing each twenty acres with 
the roads and lanes necessary for ingress 
and egress. 
Have a pamphlet prospectus 


prepared setting forth the advantages of 
said land with a copy of said map included. 


With a truthful showing, such as conld 


be made by the distribution of said pam- 
phlets, people seeking homes for their 
families from all parts of our country and 
Europe would be induced to come and buy. 
We all know, Mr. Editor, that the advan- 
tages as to the climate and fertility of the 
soil are largely in favor of our county when 
compared with Merced county, California. 


The capital necessary to accomplish the 


above outlined scheme would perhaps 
amount to $800,000. and 100,000 acres of 
land at one-half tbb cost of the Dean Col- 
ony land, $25 per aore, would amcunt to 
§2,500,000, or more than three times the 
amount of the outlay. 
Tiuly that oogbt 


to satisfy any capitalist that wants to in- 
vest his money. 


While on this subject it might not be in- 


appropriate to suggest that no ownership 
of water should be conveyed with said 
lands, but that a covenant be embodied in 
each conveyance guaranteeing to each 
grantee a stipulated amount of water per 
aore of land each year in perpetuity, sub- 
ject to snob water district laws and regula- 
tions as may from time to time be in force, 
fixing a very low price for the same. 
Snob 


a system would be far cheaper and better 
for tbe land holders, aud would give to the 
projectors a perpetual revenue from their 
water ditches. 


I would further suggest th« advisability 


of negotiating with Mr. Alvaro Evans for 


" v him of his contem- 


plated ditch, by reimbursing him for his 
outlays, and induce him to become a stock- 
holder in tbe soheme above outlined. Snob 
au arrangement with Mr. Evans would | re- 
vent the division of the water aud would 


tbe foregoing one great joint ttit'r- 


prise and an essnred success. 


Mr. Evans is a fur-seeing min, d"d bos 


done as much, if not more, thau auy other 
one man now among us, towaid-i building 
up our city, and vicinity, and ij, and lias 
been, since I have known biui, one thit 
endeavored to do tUe greatest good to the 
greatest number, and I think if be was sat- 
isfied that an enterprise like tbe one above 
outlined could be a.coompliihed/.he would 
do all in bis power to help it along. 
My 


idea would be to ask Mr. Evans to take 
charge of tbe whole work, as a general su- 
perintendent, for a better executive officer 
and organizT of labor cannot be found in 
onr State. 


1 would further suggest thnt if there are 


at present any parties who have located 
lauds in said valleys or iidj iccnt thereto, 
for speculative purposes, expecting water 
to be conveyed thereon in the near future 
and who oonld not a^iat in the nudeituk- 
ing of convey teg water thereon, eft ma be 
made to induce them to convey any lights 
they may htiva to any company or corpora- 
tion that may organize for the purpose of 
prosecuting the project above outlined.''*:? 


It would bo but right for whomsoever 


was willing, to invest the capital necessary 
to effectually reclaim said lands, to own 
the same, as payment for such outlay, for 
the benefit to the country resulting" from 
such reclamation would be almost incalcul- 
able. I might elaborate much more on the 
foregoing proposition but I Ihink it unneo- 
cessaiy. There can be no gainsaying tbe 
fact but that tbe above scheme is both 
practicable nnd feasible, and if taken bold 
of by the gentlemen above named, with 
others that could be named, success cer- 
tainly would follow. 


In conclusion I would add that without 


doubt the C. P. R. R. Co. would give a 
portion of its land in order to further such 
an enterprise and doubtless would give an 
option on the balance at reasonable rates.
